Without this assistance it is doubt¬ 
ful that the Club would have flourished inasmuch 
as source material for legal work is not easily 
obtainable.

The first was given by John 
Padmos on the types of law—common, civil and 
criminal—and the differences between them. The 
second was provided by Elmer Awrey on the 
hierarchy and the functions of the courts. 

The difficulties of keeping an organization of 
this type functioning have proven to be somewhat 
difficult because of the fact that none of the club 
members have had any previous insight into the 
workings of the profession nor have had any 
previous contact with the law in any way. But 
everyone has kept in mind that he will be com¬ 
batting torts, contracts, etc. in the very near future 
and that any head start that might be obtained 
now will prove of value at Osgoode where the 
competition these days is very stiff indeed.

The English Club of Assumption College was reorganized 
again this year to continue the initial motion of this literary 
group formed last year. 

The work covered in the 1946-1947 session had been on 
a very wide plan embracing many authors and novels. It 
was decided by the leaders of last year's group that this 
procedure did not suit the fundamental purpose of the Club, 
namely, the development of a critical awareness of the novel 
as a work of art and an understanding of how it Junctions. 
Consequently the suggestion was handed down to the present 
group that they concentrate on vertical rather than horizontal 
analysis and limit their material to one select novel. By 
studying the novel as a literary form the group horfed that 
instead of a superficial knowledge of various novels We would 
attain a better appreciation of the construction of the novel 
as a means for aesthetic expression. 

Accepting these suggestions this year the Club decided 
to study the novel "A Passage to India" by E, M. Forster, 
using the text "Fiction and the Reading Public” by Q D 
Leavis as a guide in this study* 

The first meeting of [he 1947-1348 series was held on 
December IQ, 1947 with Father LeBel acting as moderator* At 
this gathering the election of new officers was held The 
Chairman and Secretary, Mr, Fieche and Mr, Teahan wer- 
relieved of their positions by Mr. Lark and Mr. Sullivan 
respectively.

The members also heard worthy 
papers from Mr. Taylor, Mr. Wolf, Mr. Reed, and Mr. Sullivan 
These gentlemen used Mr. Forster's "Aspects of the Novel'’ 
as a guide m their examination of "A Passage to India,' 


In the tradition of last year, the English Club ended the 
year with a gala Social Evening.

It is significant that conflict, rife in a san¬ 
guine world, moves in bold relief against a 
receding background of peace.

Progress is most patently manifested in the 
accomplishments of science, in the power of 
religion, in the force of ideas, the subtlest tools 
at man's command.

beauty—if these be the story of our life, then 
philosophy is the story behind the story.

Since Dr. Barath had spent 3 years of study 
under Gilson, this talk was authoritive. It was 
also timely for soon afterwards Dr. Gilson, him¬ 
self, favored the Philosophy Society with two 
deeply provocative talks, one on the need of 
philosophical education and another on Eco¬ 
nomic Democracy, which he proposed as the 
only workable conclusion to the present 
politico-economic problems. 

This closes another successful year for the 
Philosophy club of Assumption. The president 
and its faithful members look forward to an¬ 
other profitable year of philosophy.

The first formal meeting of the Club was held December

North American hemisphere, A heated discussion followed in 
which many of members were in complete disagreement with 
these new theories. 

The second round table discussion was held Monday, 
February IB, at which Mr. G, Horne, gave a short talk on 
the Marshall Plan, its structure, and implications for both 
Europe and Canada. This talk was followed by a round table 
discussion by the remainder of the group, with the speaker, 
Mr. Horne acting as Moderator. Also at this meeting, Mr. 
V. Halle, the manager of publicity for the club, introduced 
the first brief of the Constitution of the Economics Club of 
Assumption College, which laid down the aims and purposes, 
and set up plans for a yearly election of officers, thus ensuring 
that the Club will continue to function each year. 

At the last meeting of the year before the banquet, Mr. 
Mean well, o past graduate of Assumption College and now 
a practising accountant in Windsor, gave a very interesting 
talk concerning the possibilities that the field of accountancy 
holds open for those who enter it. A special invitation was 
extended to the Accounting class and a great many of these 
students of Commerce were present in addition to regular 
members of the Club. 

The Club closed its books for the year so to speak, at its 
banquet, at which the honorary speaker addressed the faculty 
advisers and the membership, on the subject of recent develop¬ 
ments in theories of money and finance in the United States,

This four page newspaper comes 
monthly and contains many biographies of famous 
German poets, painters, and composers. It also 
has many short articles concerning the present 
condition in Germany as well as its future hopes; 
also a song corner and a multitude of jokes are 
in every issue. A section of the last page of every 
issue also contains a word-list of especially diffi¬ 
cult German words and their English equivalents. 

In conclusion I should like to thank Father 
Weiler for his patient and very necessary help 
during the year, Father Harrison for his kindness 
in letting us use the organ when necessary, and 
the Students Council for their co-operation, I 
should also like to hurl a challenge to future 
students of German-—that they might build upon 
these foundations and finally produce a club 
which will be indispensable to the college and an 
integral part of every German course.

Soon after the war ended, the Canadian Army organized 
on a peace-time basis. The new organization called for a 
small but highly trained Active Force, a large and loosely 
knil Reserve Army, a body of Technical Reserves and the 
Research Department, 

The Reserve Army was to be the actual basis of the 
Army that would be organised should hostilities ever arise. 
This branch was to contain a nucleus of well trained officers 
and N.C,0,'s and only a relatively small proportion of other 
ranks. Around this nucleus of Commissioned and Non-Com- 
missioned officers would be built the full scale army if ever 
a general mobilization became necessary. 

In order to ensure a constant supply of Officers of high 
calibre, the C,0,T.C. was reorganized. Cadets, on being 
accepted by a selection board, were to take ten hours of 
lectures during the school year and then go to some perma¬ 
nent camp for four months during the summer. The Cadets 
were to be commissioned as provisionary Second Lieutenants 
during their training period which is designed to last three 
years. 

In the first year of the training plan. Lieutenants Boak, 
Warwick, Hebert, Riggs and Wig!© were accepted for training 
as infantry officers, McAlpme and Hull went to the Armoured 
Corps and Venney, Golinker, Berthiaume and Watson as 
Gunner Officers* Lieut. Bell went to the Ordnance Corps in 
Montreal. 

At the completion of the ten lectures given by Major 
Parker at Assumption, the group split up and went to their 
respective units for summer training. 

The Vets in the party were very surprised to find that 
peace time soldiers are treated somewhat like human beings 
, , * They found no incessant roll calls, no web equipment 
to be shined, no garbage cons to be scrubbed, and in X 


troop, after the first week, no marching! The Infantrymen 
were not so fortunate* 

By the time the Cadets had gotten used to not calling 
the Sergeant-Major 'Sir 1 * training was well under way. A 
fair amount of time was spent in lecture rooms learning the 
technical end of gunnery but the interesting part came when 
actual schemes with live ammunition were carried out. Firing 
was done with 25 prs , 5,5 inch Gun-Hows, Anti-Tank weapons 
and Self-Propelled Guns* Besides the work of parade the 
Cadets will long remember the nights spent in the Mess, the 
weeksnds at Clear Lake, Colonel Todd's famous mustache* 
the Hostess House, The Brandon Bullet, The Battle at B' 
Mess, the leaky roof of L18 and the smoke bomb in the 
wash room. 

The Infantry Corps spent their summer at Camp Borden, 
GO miles north of Toronto, but only twenty miles from Wasaga 
Beach. The Mess was by no means elaborate but served 
delicious meals and coffee and sandwiches at 9:30 each 
evening* Athletic cadets had a well equipped Gym, playing 
fields, tennis courts, and two swimming pools at their disposal. 

In the evenings there was a choice of two theatres with 
new pictures every other day, or a "quiet Fi evening in the 
Mess (ask two-bottle Warwick], 

Lt.-CoL Buell, Infantry Camp Commander, formed a Cadet 
Council which ironed out many problems in a democratic 
manner. 

The Infantry spent a week at Meaford which is the arm¬ 
oured corps and infantry training ground. Life here was no 
holiday with sleeping quarters in an old barn and a broken 
down shack for a mess. 

This year any of the cadets of last year will be returning 
to camp accompanied by the new members who are spending 
their first year in C.O.T.C,

A University Naval Training Division was init- 
iated at Assumption College this year* The parent 
organization was formed at the University of Wes¬ 
tern Ontario during the war but it was nol until 
the summer of '47 that the decision to start a Divi¬ 
sion at Assumption was arrived at. Consequently 
the U,N,T.D. was launched with a few handicaps 
and as a result the turn out this year was not too 
encouraging but it is hoped that some good pub¬ 
licity will be forthcoming from those few fresh¬ 
men who have started their training. 

All lectures and drills take place at Windsor's 
H.M.C.S. "Hunter" on Monday nights. The lectures 
delve into every aspect of Naval operations in 
order to give the U.N.T.D, men a general all-round 
knowledge of the Navy. Since all U.N.T.D. people 
are prospective officers the training which they 
receive Is intended to give them a solid basis when 
they attain their commissioned rank. The Navy 
believes that every officer should come up through 
the "lower decks" in order to give him a thorough 
understanding of the problems and life in general 
of the ordinary seaman. The benefit of this ex¬ 


perience has already shown itself to Assumption's 
U.N.T.D. s and will prove itself to the people who 
follow them. 

The U.N.T.D. basketball team, led by Tom 
Smith and John Metcalfe, has shown handily 
taken all comers in the "Hunter" league and al¬ 
though the lads have played an exceptionally 
clean brand of ball they managed to break a leg 
of one of the opposition during a play-off game. 

If is expected that the entire Assumption divi¬ 
sion will travel to the east coast this summer to 
partake of some valuable sea time and other 
beneficial training which will assist them in be¬ 
coming full fledged Naval officers as well as 
qualified "men of the world". There will probably 
be several attractive cruises during the summer 
months if those of last year to England and Ber¬ 
muda are any criterion. 

Next year will bring another U.N.T.D. division 
with the new crop of freshmen and we hope that 
the incoming group will be much larger, it not 
better than this year's original division. 
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Following Sigrid Undset, Jaques Maritain, 
Philip Murray, Frank Sheed, Arnold Walter, 
Henry Ford II and George Sperti, previous win¬ 
ners, Richard Pattee is the recipient of the 1948 
Christian Culture Award Medal, which is an¬ 
nually given by Assumption College, "to some 
outstanding lay exponent of Christian ideals". 

Richard Pattee, who was born forty-two years 
ago in Arizona, has been a former President of 
the American Catholic Historical Association and 
for five years was assistant chief of Cultural 
Relations of the Department of State, Washington, 
D.C. During the past fifteen years, he has made 
a remarkable contribution in the promotion of 
understanding between Latin America, Latin 
Europe, and the U.S.A. 

Mr. Pattee received his formal education at 
the Catholic University of America, University of 
Louvain (Belgium) and the University of Coimbra 
(Portugal). His career has been a remarkably 
varied one which took him to most countries of 
the Western world and especially on the Latin 
scene. In 1928 he was an instructor in Political 
Science at the University of Puerto Rico. For the 
next ten years he was a good will traveller and 
lecturer in Brazil, Paraguay, Bolivia, etc. During 
the later war years, the 1948 Christian Culture 
Award Medalist was a visiting professor at the 
Universities of Laval (Quebec), Haiti, Mexico, 


and Middlebury College (Vermont). In 1945 he 
was a consultant, to the United States Delegation, 
at the San Francisco Conference. While serving 
in this capacity he doubled as a correspondent 
for the N.C.W.C. News Service. For almost a 
year he has been residing in Switzerland and 
serving as representative of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference and its Press Service, and as 
a member of various International Commissions 
set up on the continent. Recently he spent four 
months in Spain giving over seventy lectures 
under the auspices of Spanish Catholic Action. 
During the next six months he will visit much 
of Western Europe. 

The innumerable news stories and articles of 
this man have appeared in English, French, and 
Spanish editions. Among the more noteworthy 
are Agenda Mundial de Colaboraciones, Madrid; 
Revista laveriana, Bogota, Columbia; The Month, 
London; and in the United States, America, The 
Sign, Columbia, Atlantic Monthly and Common¬ 
weal. He is the author of "The Negro in Brazil" 
1938; "Catholic Revival in Mexico" 1945; and 
"Catholic Life in the West Indies" 1946. 

The students of Assumption College join in 
congratulating Richard Pattee in winning the 
Christian Culture Award for his outstanding work 
in promoting Christian ideals in the Latin-

Of all the teams 
that returned to football for the first time since 
the war, Assumption did better than some 40% 
of the squads in the same position as the Raiders. 
Father Lee Higgins, the Head Coach, was faced 
with the problem of fielding an inexperienced 
team against squads that were loaded with sea¬ 
soned veterans. Of the sixty candidates for the 
Varsity, only one, tackle Jean Hoffman, had had 
any experience in College ball. Thirteen were 
members of Assumption's Ontario Junior Champs 
of 1946. 

From the outset, injuries plagued the team. 
Sam Brescia, Mike Bula, and Pat Egan were in¬ 
capacitated in early season drills. Bob Temmer- 
man, Lyle Warwick, A1 Angus, Bob Cannon, Jean 
Hoffman, Lyle Ross, Gino Baggio and George 
Chater, all missed games due to injuries. Never 
once during the year was Father Higgins able to 
have the entire squad on the field at one time, 
whether for practice or for a game. 

Assumption opened the season with an im¬ 
pressive victory over Port Huron College. A trip 


to Olivet proved disastrous. Olivet winning 20-0. 
Following a win over Detroit Tech, 12-0, three 
defeats were handed the Purple, by Adrian, 19-7; 
Defiance, 19-0; and Heidelburg, 62-0. The Raiders 
closed the year with a triumph over Percy Jones 
Hospital, 14-9. 

Special praise is deserved by Co-Captain Bill 
Kohlman, a pillar of strength at centre; A1 Angus, 
who developed into a terrific line-backer; Gino 
Baggio, an indefatigible guard; Co-Captain John 
Renaud, who directed the team from quarterback; 
Bob Temmerman, a great punter, and one of the 
finest all-around athletes in the school's history; 
Jean Hoffman, a powerful tackle, and halfbacks 
Jim Allison and Joe Gribben, the "Chattanooga 
Choo Choo". We mustn't forget Joe Connorton, 
Bill Clancy, Tom O'Hara, Lyle Warwick, Bob 
Cannon, and Glen Carpenter, either. To wind up, 
every man on the squad deserves credit for a 
job well done. 

In December, Father Higgins announced that 
after many years of trying, Assumption had been 
admitted to the Canadian Intercollegiate Rugby 
Union.

In 1947, Assumption defended its Junior O. R. 
F. U. title by winning six games and tying one. A 
muddled set-up in the League caused the Raiders 
to drop out of contention for the Ontario crown, 
after winning the City and District titles by whip¬ 
ping A.K.O. Juniors in a two-game total point 
series. 

During the season, overwhelming victories 
were scored over Wallaceburg, 47-0 and 28-1; and 
Chatham, 41-0. In two games with A.K.O. during 
the regular season, the Purple came out on top 
in the first, 7-2, and tied the second, 7-7, Two 
playoff contests saw the Raiders trounce A.K.O. 
twice, by scores of 18-11 and 1.0. The latter game 
was played in rain, mud, and cold. The field 
was so slushy that after the game, the players 
were covered with as much as thirty pounds of 
mud. 

Frank DeMarco, who was given complete 
charge of the team in mid-season, was faced with 
the handicap of having all of his key players per¬ 
form with the Varsity as well as with the Juniors. 
This gave the Coach little opportunity to practice 
his whole squad together, and of course it meant 
that the players were at times overtired. The 
natural ability and unbeatable spirit of the players 
overcame these and other difficulties. 

As with the Varsity, injuries were numerous. 
At various times. Bob Temmerman, Glen Carpen¬ 
ter, Gino Baggio, Tom Smith, Louis Paolotto, Joe 
Gribben, Lyle Ross, Art Bamann, and George 


Chater were out of the lineup. All of them were 
key men. Also Sam Brescia and Jack Graney 
were out for the whole year with broken bones. 

As an example of how the young and inex¬ 
perienced members of the squad took over for the 
injured veterans, we cite the case of George 
Murphy. "Red" was given the regular quarter¬ 
back job when Louis Paolotto was sidelined. He 
won his spurs under fire, and came through in a 
blaze of glory, directing the team to four straight 
victories. There were others of the same class, 
Del Dudney, A1 Bouley, Ron Taylor, Paul Ring- 
wood, Ralph Hogge—we could go on for hours. 
There was the "Baby-Faced Backfield" of Paul 
Ringwood, A1 Bouley, Fred McEwan, and George 
Murphy; and Lineman George Chater and Andy 
Harcar, both Freshmen, who made the first team. 

Of the veterans, we can't forget Bob Temmer¬ 
man, the best kicker in Canada, and a fine runner 
and passer; Gino Baggio, Glen Carpenter, Dick 
Hayward, John Foley, Joe Connorton, Bob Fine- 
wood, the mainstays of a line that had only three 
touchdowns scored against them all season; Grib¬ 
ben and Ross, a pair of fine backs; Paolotto, the 
master-mind field general, and many others. 

If you compare the handicaps that faced the 
team, against the fine record that they compiled, 
you will likely come to the same conclusion that 
Assumption fans arrived at—the 1947 Edition of 
the Assumption Junior Purple Raiders was

Another bright spot this year was Tommy 
O'Hara's dazzling display of ball handling and 
passing. When Freddy Thomas was out for a 
few games as a result of an injury. Tommy 
supplied the needed scoring punch. Against 
Defiance, he tied the game several times and 
scored the winning basket in overtime, to 
bucket 18 points in all that night. Bill Kohlman, 


strong man of the Purple and White defence, 
found a mate this year under the backboards 
in Freshman Len Wisniewski. This pair saved 
many a game by out-jumping the taller opposi¬ 
tion for those all important rebounds. Len 
picked up valuable experience this year after 
graduating from All-City fame in Detroit. 
Woody Campbell rounded out the Varsity. His 
well developed long shot dumped the ball for 
many baskets during the season. An adept ball 
handler. Woody fitted in well with the other 
four. 

Chuck Tolmie, Frank Marchand, Bill Fisher, 
Pat Harrison, and Don Lerch made up the Big 
Five for substitutions. Tolmie is one of the best 
ball handlers on the team and is euipped with 
an almost certain hook shot. But Chuck, as 
many of the others are too, is limited in his 
action because of his short stature. Frank 
Marchand was troubled by injuries which kept 
him out of the line up for a number of games. 
When he was present, however, he made him¬ 
self known by dropping many shots from all 
angles. Fisher, Harrison, and Lerch played 
steady ball and filled in capably when reliev¬ 
ing the starters. 

What does the future hold? Right now it 
looks very bright. The starting five will be 
back intact next year. There will be new addi¬ 
tions to the squad which will strengthen it. The 
freshmen of this year, with a season's experi¬ 
ence under their jerseys, will show much better. 
On the whole, next year, looking at it from this 
year, should produce another great Assumption 
team to take its place with the others.
